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ONE  who  starts  tender  Annuals  outdoors  in  April,  and  loses  them,  has  only  him- 
self to  blame.  There  are  some  few  exceptions  but  May  is  the  month  for 
most  outdoor  sowing  of  Annuals.  Many  can  be  started  in  the  house  in  March 
and  April  however.  A cigar  box  or  shallow  tray  is  better  for  this  than  pots  as 
the  moisture  is  more  even.  Cover  with  a wet  cloth  or  pane  of  glass  until  after 
the  plantlets  appear. 


^'CARNATIONS,  Marguerite.  From  seed 
sown  in  the  garden  in  early  spring, 
the  plants  begin  to  bloom  in  about 
four  months.
